EDUCATION IN COLONIAL VIRGINIA.

Influence of William and Maey College. 1 
Towards the close of the last instalment of this article, an account 
was given of the influence of the College of Philadelphia or Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and the college at Princeton upon educa- 
tion in Virginia. But it was stated that this influence being 
confined chiefly to the frontier, the management of State affairs 
remained (as it did till 1850) in the hands of men of the eastern 
counties. I then promised to make a comparative statement of 
the educational sources of this influence. This may be best done, 
perhaps, by analyzing the memberships of the representative 
bodies which in the formation and development of Virginia and 
the Union made American history.

The next thirteen, judges of the gene- 
ral court, and the next seven, judges of the Admiralty Court. In 1788, the 
Supreme Court was made to consist of five judges. The list above does not 
include the judges of the Special Court of Appeals appointed at a later day.

OLD VIRGINIA EDITORS. 

The first man to use a printing-press in Virginia was John 
Buckner, of Gloucester county, ancestor of a numerous family 
in the United.
